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American Boatd, which had received, in 
the ordinary way, $215,000 the last year, a sum 
that by special efforts had been increased to 
near $300,000. The reason of the difference 
is, that we do not bring our energies to the 
directs work of sending the gospel abroad. 
There were two societies, a Baptist and a 
Congregational, with houses adjoining eath 
other. The Baptist church and society con- 
tained a quarter more members, was more 
wealthy, and enjoyed the labors of a more 
talented minister than the Congregational, and 
yet the former contributed but $60 per year to 
foreign missions, while the latter gave over 
$200. He had no doubt, however, judging from 
his own observations, that the Baptist churches 
would come up to the work, when the subject 
was presented to them in its proper light. 

The Rev. Mr. Caunicorr of Roxbury, 
brought forward a resolution that it becomes all 
the friends of the missionary cause to second 
the efforts of the Board, to do worthily the 
momentous work with which they are entrusted, 
and especially to send out more laborers to the 
missionary stations. The resolution says, **to 
do worthily;’? he dwelt, as Mr. Babcock had 
done, upon matters of dissatisfaction with the 
Board, but he did not specify what those mat- 
ters were. He said that we sometimes hear 
athing so frequently, we are led to believe it 
whether we will or no. He thought all the 
difficulties charged upon the Board were sus- 
ceptible of explanation. He had been to mem- 
bers of the Board, and so much had been ex- 
plained, satisfactorily to him, that he did not 
doubt the rest would be. He thought that 
covetousness in part, was at the bottom of all 
the objections against the Board. Those con- 
tentions reminded him of the fable of the frogs; 
it may be play to us, but it is death to the poor 
heathen. 

Dea. Farwewt of Cambridgeport, seconded 
tne resolution, and bore his testimony very 
strongly in favor of the Board. The resolution 
was adopted. : - 

Rev. Mr. Evans, formerly an English mis- 
sionary to the East, came forward with a res- 
olution touching our general duties to the 
cause, which after remarks by the mover, was 
seconded by Rev. Mr. Graves of New Hamp- 
shire. He urged the importance of keeping the 
cause of missions favoratly and continually 
before the people. 

Dr. Suarp of Boston followed. He gave a 
brief history of the Board and its operations 
fiom the beginning; defended its general course 
with some minuteness of detail—said that the 
Board had been very cautious in its selection of 
men—had not appropriated too large sums for 
their support, but on the contrary had kept its 
missionaries very meagerly—had not at home 
abused either its power or infl e, by lend 
its sanction to, or by approving any objects, 
good or bad, foreign to the one subject of the 
conversion of the world--above all, it had not 
done anything to keep any human beings down 
in the dust. Until’ recently, he had hardly 
known the views of his brethren of the Board 
upon other subjects. They are at liberty out of 
the Board to act as they please. But when the 
Board undertakes to endorse anything in regard 
to foreign objects—in favor of slavery or any 
other foreign object, his name will not be on 
the Board. In regard to others, he would not 
interfere with any man’s conscience. If 
brethren will act conscientiously and honorably, 
he will not interfere with them. 

Several of the brethren of the A. S. Conven- 
tion were present at this meeting; but as they 
had not been invited to speak, I have not means 
of reporting their views. Of course their opin- 
ions are quite different from those of the speak- 





than this.” This is indeed a most lamentable 
state of things. If such are the results of 
Protestant missions anywhere, it is time the 
Protestant church were awake to the subject.

London Anniversaries. 


Even a condensed account of all the anniver- 
sary meetings held this year in London, we 
shall not be able to give our readers; but for 
those of the Baptist denomination they have a 
claim upon us which we are in duty bound to 
meet. The Fiftieth Anniversary of 


Tue Barrist Missionary SOCIETY, 
was held in Exeter Hall, April 28th. Being its 
jubilee year the interest was unusually great. 
The hall was crowded. H. Keusavu, Esq. 
presided, and made an excellent address at the 
opening of the meeting. 

The report was read by Rev.J.Anvs. It 
alluded to the decease of Mr. Dyer, the former 
Secretary, who, it will be remembered, com- 
mitted suicide ina fit of derangement. Nine 
missionaries have unavoidably returned, and 
three fallen; still, the work has made cheering 
progress. In India, conversions had not been 
very numerous; the difficulties in Calcutta had 
been increased by the opposition of some of the 
Episcopal missionaries, who had endeavored to 
stigmatize all ministers who had not been epis- 
copally ordained, as intruders. In Africa, the 
encouragements were very great. In Jamaica, 
the total number of members is about 30,000, 
of whom 8,000 were added during the year. 
There were 67 day schools, with 7,000 children, 
and in Sunday schools, about 12,000 more. 
Receipts had been £18,221 10s. éd., being an 
increase of £124 10s. 10d. upon last year. Va- 
tious specific donations had been made, amount- 
ing to £4,505 Ils. 8/., making a total of 
£22,727 2s. 2d. Expenditures, £24,712; ex- 
cess, together with balance of debt last year, 
£3,943 10s. 3d. Total number added to the 
church last year, 5,654; total now in all church- 
es, 32,899. There were also 15,510 inquirers, 
167 stations, 77 missionaries, 47 females, and 
70 native preachers. Number of day schools 
148, schoolmasters 170, children taught 10,298, 
in Sabbath schools 15,000, number of volumes 
printed 85,000. 

Rev. Wa. A. Bowes presented a resolution 
of thanks. He rapidly glanced at the origin of 
the Society, and spoke of the emotions which 
the fiftieth anniversary excited in those who 
had watched over it in its infancy; cradled it in 
their sympathies, fostered it with their prayers, 
and extended the hand of Christian benevolence 
before it could go alone, and who now saw the 
child grow and becoming strong, and moreover, 
that it was so goodly and well-forined a child. 
He dared not turn his eyes from the past to the 
future. Imagination was crippled in attempt- 
ing to overtake the glorious consummation with 
which the missionary enterprise is destined to 








ers, as to the position of the Board on the

In the evening was a continuation of the 
meeting at the same place, It was addressed 
by Dr. Wayland of Providence, briefly by Rev. 
Mr. Stow of Boston, by Rev. Mr. Ide of Phila- 
delphia, and Jesse Bushyhead, an Indian 
preacher. The remarks of the speakers in the 
evening generally were much in the same strain 
as in the afternoon. 





Suarrspury Baptisr Association, Vt.—

Surely that body has need to pray 
for the descent of the Holy Spirit—A long 
series of strong resolutions was passed on the 
subject of slavery. 





“The Leadership System.” 


The communication from brother Weston, 
commencing on our first page, contains dis- 
closures which shock us with surprise and 
grief. Can it be that Protestant, Baptist mis- 
sionaries are upholding a system so vile in 
itself, so disastrous to the interests of true 
religion, so destructive to the souls of men? 
If these things he true, surely we, who are of 
the same faith and order, ought to know it, 
and one united and loud rebuke upon such 
proceedings and measures should go out 
from every Baptist church and press in the 
land. We involuntarily ask, are not these 
statements incorrect? We see that different 
representations are given by the English mis- 
sionaries. But the simple and straight-forward 
style of brother Weston, together with the fact 
that he can have no motives to misrepresent 
—aside from the consideration that he is an 
esteemed Christian minister, in whose integ- 
rity the churches have the fullest confidence, 
give almost positive proof of the authenticity 
of his statements. But they are vouched by 
corresponding statements from others. 

The correspondent of the N. Y. Evangelist 
in that island, says “this system is an anoma- 
ly, a monstrosity that grew up under slavery, 
and ought to have died with it.” “It is con- 
fined, he adds, in its specific form to the 
Baptist churches; but so long has it been 
regarded by the people, as ‘Jamaica fashion 
religion, that there is a strong under-current 
tendency towards it in every species of native 
agency. The system is not maintained in all 
the churches of the Baptist missionaries. It 
has been abolished, at the expense of interest 
and influenceaty Rev. Messrs. Whitehorne, 
Reid and Kingdon, of that denomination. 
Probably 60,000 of the people, or more than 
one third of all who are receiving religious 
instruction, are under its operation, and their 
views and characters more or less modified 
by it.” 

The coincidence between these statements 
and those of Mr. W., our readers will at once 


be crowned. He felt like the priests at the 
dedication of the old Temple, of whom it is 
said that they could not stand to minister be- 
cause the glory of the Lord filled the house. 
We are surely only in creation’s vestibule— 
acting the mere prelude to joys immortal, uni- 
versal. 

The trials and reproaches of the early friends 
of this Society and of were touchingly 
depicted. They had not only to endure the 
scowl of the world, and brave the jeer of the 
infidel, but also the ignorance and_ indifference, 
if not opposition, of Christians themselves. 
Those were men of uncommon vigor of faith; of 
great intellectual and moral power and perse- 
verance, and men who did not know how to 
stand still, nor how to go awag. They have 
not left behind them the mere record of a name, 
their name is had in everlasting temembrance. 
We weave no funeral garland for them; build 
no monuments—their witness is in heaven, their 
record on high. Is it too much to suppose them 
bending over this assembly, breathing in the 
soft, celestial influence of the skies, ‘‘Be ye 
stedfast?’? The difficulties of the Society are 
not such as should discourage, but rather ani- 
mate to renewed zeal. Its fitting emblem 
might be, ‘‘the bush burning—but not con- 
sumed,”’ and its motto ‘‘cast down, but not de- 
stroyed.’’ Especially the young, upon whom 
the great work of the world’s conversion would 
soon devolve. The fathers are passing away— 
they call upon the young to hasten forward—to 
take the colors of the cross from their tremb- 
ling and dying hands—to stand fast amidst the 
shock of battle. Failure is impossible—contin- 
gency was never written on the gospel system. 
There may be difficulties; but success is engra- 
ven on the cross of Immanuel; and if the Ro- 
man mariner had his misgivings and fears lulled 
and his daring called into action by the lan- 
guage of Cesar to him—‘Fear not, you carry 
Cesar and his fortunes’’—there should be no 
disquiet here. We carry not Jesus and his 
fortunes—for there is no contingency here. 
We carry Christ and his interests. Our expec- 
tations are based onthe wisdom, the power, 
the faithfulness, the word and the oath of the 
Lord our God. When will that day dawn when 
the Church shall be seen, 

Clothed with the sun, and in her train the moon, 

And on her head a coronet of stars, 

And girded round her waist with heavenly grace, 

The bow of mercy bright ; and in her hand 

Immanuel’s cross—her sceptre and her hope— 

Desire of every land! 

Rev. S. F. NewMawn introduced a resolu- 
tion of joy in the establishment of the West 
African mission. He stated its origin to have 
been in the sympathy and benevolence of Chris- 
tians in Jamaica, and that the hand of God has 
been signally displayed in its commencement. 
Africa has great claims upon the Christian 
world. She has not indeed been forgotten— 
but the knowledge of her has been a guilty 
knowledge—and the visits have been with the 
blood-red banner of murder and tyranny, and 
not with the mercy-beating banner of the Cross. 
If any hope exists for poor Africa, it must be in 
connection with the efforts of missionaries. 

Rev. Wa. Kniss, missionary at Jamaica, 
rose amid deafening applause. His speech is 
described as a long, eloquent, masterly effort, 
and it was chiefly a defence of the West India 








perceive. The same writer expresses the 








conviction that the Baptist mi ies 
would have annihilated it, when they came to 
the island, in 1816, “had they not feared 
results more disastrous than its continuance.” 
Though he is “ compelled to differ from them 
heaven-wide upon its merits,” he is glad 
to concede to them “integrity of purpose, 
and an earnest desire for the improve- 
ment of the public.” We can hardly be- 
lieve the missionaries have as little con- 
science and true benevolence, as this “ Leader- 
ship system ” would imply they possessed ; but 
we must certainly infer that they are fearfully 
in fault, and need kindly, yet faithfully to be 
told of it, by their brethren both in England 
and in America. 

The writer‘from whom we have quoted, 
estimates that there are 75,000 persons in 
Jamaica who proiess religion. How many of 
these belong to the “ Establishment” he does 
not tell us; but of the whole he says, “if I 
thought one half even Christians, nay, one 
fourth, I should indeed rejoice. Many of the 
missionaries reduce the fraction much lower 


and ries from some aspersions 
which had been made in England, charging 
them with extravagance, laxity in admission of 
members, and many unworthy compromises. 
The mission at Jamaica had been induced, in 
consequence of these reports, to withdraw 
itself from the Parent Society. The defence 
consisted of a circumstantial statement of what 
has been done in Jamaica, and expressions of 
confidence which had been given by such men 
as John Candler, Joseph John Gurney, and 
Joseph Sturge. Mr. Knibb alluded to what 
is termed the ‘Leadership’ system, of the evil 
character of which he made a different estimate 
from our correspondent and the correspondent 
of the N. Y. Evangelist. 

Respecting the condition of the emancipated 
slaves, the statements of Mr. K. were very full 
and satisfactory. He said that not one eman- 
cipated slave, a member of the Baptist church, 
had been any burden to the parish. The moral 





character of these people is rapidly improving; 
there is gathering round the negro’s character 
a noble independence. The authorities have 
very much favored missionary labors, and 





though once bitterly hostile to emancipation, 
now allude to it as ‘‘that glorious Act of Eman- 
cipation.”” The change that has come over 
| the aspect of the Island since the emancipation 
}is wonderful, and what emancipation has done 
there, it will do everywhere. 

Rev. Dr. Campse xu followed, compliment- 
ing the speech as the best he ever heard. He 
then asked if confidence in the West India mis- 
sionaries had been shaken? The hall rung 
with the cries of No, no. He also asked if 
they had conducted themselves with Christian 
fidelity. ‘They have,’ was echoed from all 
sides. Dr. C. then assured them of the confi- 
dence and sympathy of the London Missionary 
Society, of which he was an officer. He at- 
tributed the emancipation to the influence of 
the missionaries. And it was an honor to these 
missionaries that the monster was killed there, 
though rampant elsewhere. Christianity alone 
can remove the evil, Legislation has been 
tried and found impotent. Arts and sciences 
have done what they could, but have failed. 
The Niger expedition is a fearful testimony 
of this. Diplomacy and philanthropy stand 
aghast. They confess they have done their 
utmost, and yet have effected no deliverance 
for benighted, bereaved Africa. The West 
India experiment’ is invaluable. The world 
retires, and the church must advance to the 
rescue. 

The meeting continued to a late hour, with 
great interest. 








Anniversaries in Paris. 

What a period that will be when all the 
great cities of the world have their religious 
anniversaries, andl become so many empori- 
ums, not only of commerce and the arts, but 
of social benevolence and_ diffusive piety! 
That day hastens on. Who would have 
thought, previous to the last revolution in 
“infidel France,” that seven successive days 
would, so soon, be annually devoted to the 
celebration of different religious and benevo- 
tlent societies under the control of Protestants, 
in Paris? But such is the fact, and it is full 
of promise. A correspondent of the N. Y. 
Evangelist represents the meetings this year as 
having been very encouraging. At all the more 
important mneetings, the attendance was not 
less than from six to eight hundred. “And 
yet,” he says, “how small even the largest 
meetings here are, in comparison with those 
noble assemblies which you have at the 
Tabernacle on such occasions! When shall 
we see the day here, when there will be some 
three thousand people occupying some vast 
edifice, listening to the report of some re- 
ligious society, whilst at the same hour of the 
evening, some three or four meetings, all 
large, will be holding for similar objects else- 
where? We must hope, and toil, and pray. 
A gentleman told me some time since, that 
he rejoiced to see the comparatively large 
meetings which now took place here during 
the anniversaries, for he remembered well 
when (and it was not a dozen years ago) all 
that came to the annual meeting of the Bible 
Society might be included in a small room 20 
feet square! Whilst it is distressing to think 
that not a thousand people, in this city of a mil- 
lion of souls, can be convened to celebrate the 
anniversary of a society whose object is to give 
the Bible’to the world, or to send the gospel 
to the heathen, yet we ought to rejoice to find 
things gradually improving: ” 

The writer from whom we have made this 
quotation informs us, that the meetings were 
opened and closed with a public prayer-meet- 
ing. The excellence of this arragement is 
immediately apparent. What more becoming, 
than a convocation to pray for a blessing on 
all the meetings, befure they commence; and 
then another, to return thanks and ask divine 
aid to carry out their benevolent plans, when 
the meetings are concluded ? 

The following are the names of some of 
the societies whose anniversaries were held. 
The Christian Moral Society, which has been 
very instrumental in bringing about the ab- 
olition of lotteries, gaming-houses and the 
slavetrade, and modifying the treatment of 
criminals; the Tract Society; the Protestant 
Bible Society; the Society fur Evangelical 
Missions among Nations not Christian; the 
French aud Foreign Bible Society for promo- 
ting Priniary Institutious among Protestants. 
‘The reports of all these societies are said 
to. have been well prepared and well read; 
and the speeches were exceilent. An un- 
usually large number of pastors were present 
from the provinces, Pastoral Conferences 
were held every forenoon. A proposal had 
been made by Count Agenor Guasparin, ac- 
companied with a series of spirited articles 
in the “ Esperance,” a semi-weekly paper, 
that a new society should be formed for the 
promotion of the material interests of the Protes- 
lant religion. This was discussed at great 
length in the conferences, in a manner “ ex- 
ceedingly animated,” says the writer, “but 
with that comity for which the well-educated 
French are so distinguished.” A Suciety is 
to be formed. Speaking of this count the 
writer says; “Since the death of Baron 
Augustas de Stael, no man has risen up 
amoung the Protestants who can be compared 
to Count Gasparin. He is young, truly pious, 
tulented, and possesses fortune, rank, and 
official influence, He is Master of Requests 
to the Council of the king. He bids fair to be 
a great blessing to the Protestant church.” 








The Corner-Stone 


Of the meeting-house now building in Har- 
rison Avenue, by the Boylston Street Baptist 
Society, was laid, with appropriate religious 
services, on the morning of the 18th inst. It 
was a delightful hour; the heavens smiled 
auspiciously, and soft breezes fanned the 
brows of the many hundreds who crowded 
thither, reverently to acknowledge the good- 
ness and the claims of Jehovah. The 474th 
hymn of Winchell’s Supplement was read by 
Rev. Ropert Turnsvtt, Pastor of the church, 
and sung by the choir. An appropriate and 
fervent prayer was offered by Rev. Baron 
Srow, which was followed by a pertinent 
and highly interesting address of -fitteen 
minutes from Mr. Turnbull. He briefly 
sketched the early history of the Baptists in 
this city, and exhibited in contrast the present 
flourishing condition of the denomination, and 
of the church and society, by whom this 
edifice is being erected.

Among the revivals which have been recent- 
ly reported, we notice that one is in progress 
in Raynham. Fifty-seven were in the anxious 
seats, and nearly thirty were indulging hope 
two weeks ago. The interest is deep in the 
community and almost universal. The good 
work in Middleboro’ has been attended with 
the happiest results. Bro. Nelson says, in a 
letter to the Watchman, “Men of different
